CPSU Congress, “Basic Trends in the Economic and Social Development of the USSR 
in 1981-1985 and for the Period Untii 1990." Those documents set forth a c'ear, 
scientifically substantiated program for the country's social and economic 
development, the program with which the Soviet nation enters the Eleventh Five- 
Year Plan and the next decade.

of the Basic Trends in the republic's party organizations and labor collectives 
demonstrated with complete conviction the monolithic solidarity of the workers 
around the Leninist party.

That was brilliantly and convincingly mentioned in the report that wae just 
given by member of the Politburo of the CPSU Central Committee, Piret Secretary 
of the CPK Central Committee, Comrade Dinmukhamed Akhmedovich Kunayev. That 
report analysed in a demanding manner, from well=principled party positions, 
the fulfillment of the decisions of the 25th CPAU Congress and the l4th 


OPK Congress, summed up the results of the political, organising, and ideological 
work, and defined the specific taske for the Eleventh Five-Year Plan. 


in submitting for the approval of the i5th CPK Congress the report concerning 

ite activities, the Auditing Commission deems it necessary to report that it 

was guided by the principles enumerated in the Party Rules and the instruction 
guides of the CPSU Central Committee, and by the decisions of the 25th CPSU Congress 
and the 14th CPK Congress. It carried out planned supervision of the handling 

of documents, letters, statements, and conplainte from the workers within the 
apparatus of the CPK Central Committee; the execution of the party budget; 

the experditure of monetary and material funds; the state of payment of membership 
dues by communiete; and the execution of directives from the CPSU Central Committee 
concerning questions of financial management. 


The Auditing Commission of the CPK, jointly with the Central Committee's administra- 
tion of affaires, annually considered the drafts of the party budget for the 
republic's party organization, as well ae the reports on the execution of that 


budget. 


All the members of the commission participated actively in the work of the plenume 
of the CPK Central Committee and in implementing the decisions adopted by then. 


The Auditing Commiceion reports with a sense of satisfaction to the congress that, 
as a whole, there has been an increase in organizational spirit and 4 businesslike 
attitude in the activities of the apparatus of the CPK Central Committee. The 
workers in the Central Committee apparatus, with a high degree of responsibility 
and proper time-responsiveness, executed the instructions and assignments of the 
Bureau and Secretariat, and took an attentive approach to the consideration of 

the incoming documents and the workers’ letters and statements. The sections 
carried out 4 large amount of work to prepare the draft versions of Central Com~ 
mittee decisions, and to pose specific questions pertaining to economic and 
cultural construction. 


Proceeding from the requirements of the 25th CPSU Congress, the Secretariat of 

the CPK Central Committee devoted special attention during the report period to 
questions of organizing the monitoring and verification of the execution of the 
party decisions, of reinforcing the ties with the low-level party committees, 

and of rendering assistance to then. 


As is well known, « considerable asount of the income in the party budget is made 
up of membership dues. During the report period the receipt of such dues increased 
by 40 percent. That is the result of the increase in the merical makeup of the 
republic's party organization, as well as the seasures carried out by the party 
and government to increase the wages and raise the standard of living of the 
workers. 


The CPK Central Committee and the party's oblast committees regularly study and 
analyze the state of receipt of membership dues. The correctness of their 











Feceipt and accounting in the primary party organisations ie monitored by 

the party's city and rayon committees and the audit commissions, Purposeful 
work is being carried out to reinforce the Communists’ discipline, At the same 
time, in a sumber of party organisations one still encounters instances when in- 
dividual members and candidate members of the CPSU pay their dues with a violation 
0” the established deadlines and amounts stipulated by the Party Rules, 


The party's membership dues are not only one of the chief sources of monetary 
funds that our party has, but are aleo an indicator of party discipline, the 
econecientiousness of the communists. Therefore the party committees and the prima- 
ry party organizations must decisively eliminate the shortcomings in the payment 
of party dues, must increase their demandingnese toward communists for the 
impeccable observance of the principles stated in the CPSU Rules, and must 

imbue in everyone 4 sense of high responsibility and diecipline. 


An important source of monetary proceeds for the republic's party organisation 
is the receipt of deductions from the profite of the party's publishing houses, 


At the present time the republic's party agencies have under their jurisdiction 
the publishing houses of the CPK Central Committee, the Karagandinskaya and 
Teelinogradskaya Oblast party committees, which print 12 central, 19 republic 
and oblast newspapers in six national languages, 29 magazines, and 15 large- 
circulation newspapers. Their circulation has increased considerably, and that 
attests to the growing political activity of the workers, and the rise in the 
level of the spiritual and cultural demands of the republic's population. 


There has been a reinforcement of the printing base at the publishing houses as 

a result of equipping them with modern technology, and by remodeling and construc- 
tion of new production capacities. During the past five-year period 19.6 million 
rubles of capital investments were expended for these purposes. A new print-shop 
building and 4 new editorial building were activated in Karaganda. A newspaper 
building at the Publishing House of the Central Committee entered into operation 
in Alma~Ata. The conversion of the printing of 411 newspapers to the of feet 
method is coming to an end. In the three publishing houses the central and 
republic newspapers mate are received over communications channels. This greatly 
accelerated their production and delivery .o the readers. 


The measures being carried out made it possibile for the publishing houses to 
increase the scope of their activities. During the report period they fulfilled 
their production program by 101.3 percent, and sold output valued at 430,000 
rubles in excess of plan. Moreover, the increase in the commercial output 

was obtained as a result of the increase in labor productivity, and the effective 
use of material and labor resources. 


The everyday-living and production conditions of the workers at the print shops 
and editorial offices were improved. Considerable amounts of money were 
allocated for the construction of projects to serve cultural and everyday 
needs, and children's inetitutions. 


The production and financial activities of the publishing houses were constantly 
monitored and audited by the Auditing Commission, the Central Committee's 











administration of affaires, and the party's oblast committees, The resulte of the 
audite attest to the fact that the material and monetary resources are being 
used correctiy, for the most part, the deductions paid into the party budget are 
made promptly and in the stipulated amounts; and estimate, financial, and 
table-of~organisation discipline is being observed, 


At the same time the production capacities of the print shope are not yet being 
used to full measure, There have been instances of unproductive expenditures and 
losses, although they have been somewhat reduced as compared with the previous 
years. In the publishing houses of the Karagandinekaya and Teelinogradskaya Oblast 
party committees there has been — slow improvement in the quality of the newspapers 


being produced. 


Please permit me at thie time, comrades, to discuse the state of affaire with regard 
to the expenditure side of the ledger in the party budget. The republic's party 
organization ie allocated considerable amount of money to maintain the apparatus, 
to train and retrain the personnel, to construct buildinge and housing, and to 
carry out ideological-educational and party~organizational work. 


The CPK Central Committee regularly monitors and analyzes the execution of the 

estimate in all areasof the expenditure side of the partg) budget. The results of , 
execution of the budget are a considered at sessions of the Central | 
Committee Secretariat. Periodically there are seminar-conferences of workers 

of the party oblast committees, at which there is a detailed discussion of the 

state of affaire and practical recommendations are provided for improving the 

financial: management activities of the party committees. 


There has been an increase in the activity rate of the work in this direction 
by the auditing commissions of the oblast, city, and rayon party organizations. 


The Auditing Commission carried out, within the established deadlines, the auditing 
of the financial management of the Central Committee; jointly with the administra- 
tion of affairs, analyzed the indicators of the financial reports for the 
republic's party organization as a whole. The Auditing Commission periodically 
reported to the CPK Central Committee ite conclusions and recommendations. 


It must be emphasized that the appropriations allocated for the party budget 

are expended without any violations, for the specific purposes for which they 
were intended. There were no overexpenditures of funds against the approved 
estimates, either for the republic's party organization as 4 whole, or for the 
oblast party organizations. The audits carried out by the Central Committee's 
administration of affairs, by the party's oblast committees, and by the auditing 
commissions indicate that within the party agencies steps are being taken to 
guarantee the safekeeping of monetary and material means; estimate, financial, 
and staffing discipline is being observed; and the accounting in the absolute 
majority of party committees is being done in conformity with the instructions of 
the CPSU Central Committee. 


At the same time, in individual city and rayon party committees there have been 
overexpenditures of funds for certain items in the budget. The party's oblast 
committees must intensify their supervision of the observance of estimate discip- 
line, and the situation with regard to accounting and reporting. 
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Manifesting constant concern for the creation of the necessary conditions for the 
feuittul work of the party apparatus, the CPSU Central Committee allocates con= 
siderable amounts of money for capital construction, That money is being used 
completely and for the purposes specified. In the Eleventh PiverYear Plan the 
construction of official buildings will be continued, 


A very important sector in party activities has always been, and continues to be, 
the work with letters and statements of the workers. Our party, its Leninist 
Central Committee, constantly direct their attention to the fact that today it 

is necessary with even greater sensitivity to listen carefully to the judgments 
and moods of the people, and not only to teach the masses how they should fight 
better for the communist ideale, but also to learn from them, to be systematically 
enriched by their collective wiedon. 


That requirement found ite expression in the decisions of the 25th CPSU Congress 
and the new Soviet Constitution. That appeal is aleo stated in the decrees of 
the CPSU Central Committee, “The Further loprovement of the Work With the 
Workers’ Letters in Light of the Decisions of the 25th CPSU Congress," “The 
Further Improvement of the Receiving of Citizens as Visitors to Party, Soviet, 
and Other Organizations," and "The Further Improvement of Ideological, Political- 
Educational Work." 


The CPK Central Committee and the republic's party committees are carrying out a 
large amount of varied work in thie direction. Specific steps have been developed 
and are being carried out to improve the consideration of the letters and to 
organize visits by citizens as an important means for developing and reinforcing 
the ties with the masses, for intensifying the supervision over the activities of 
the administrative personnel and the apparatus, and for studying and assuring the 
increasingly complete satisfaction of the workers’ needs and demands. 


During the past five years the CPK Central Committee received 55,435 letters, 

or 9,136 more than during the past reporting period. Most of them reflect the 
high patriotism, breadth of vision, and maturity of the judgments made by the 
workers, and the high demandingness that the workers have toward themselves and 
toward their comrades. The authors of many of the letters -- whether Communists 
or non-party members — express their absolutely complete support and warm 
approval of the domestic and foreign policy of the CPSU and the activities of 
the CPSU Central Committee and ite Politburo, headed by Cr wade L. I. Brezhnev. 
They comment with a sense of gratitude on the party's act vities to create the 
favorable conditions for their creative labor, for raising the standard of Living 
of the Soviet citizens, for :einforcing peace throughout the world, and for 
consc idating the positions of socialism. 


A large number of the letters arriving at the Centrai Committee touch upon questions 
of improving the work in specific sectors of party, state, economic, and cultural 
construction, and contain a large number of valuable proposals and comments. 


The Central Committee apparatus as established a well-coordinated system for 

the rigid monitoring of the handling of correspondence. Every letter is attentive- 
ly considered by the leadership and by the appropriate sections, and is simul- 
taneously transmitted to responsible workers for execution. During the report 








period 89 percent of the letters and complaints == of 10 percent more than during 
the previous period — were considered within the established deadline, There 
has been an increase by a factor of more than 1.5 in the number of letters whose 
execution is taken under the direct supervision of the Central Committee, and 
twowthieds of their overall number were verified by section workers. 


The unflagging attention that the Ceutral Committee devotes to this question ate 
teste to the fact that during the past five years 112 decrees of the Bureav and 
Secretariat have been adopted with regard to individual letters and statements 

by workers. They include the adoption of a large number of decisions aimed at im-= 
proving the work of state agencies, public organizations, and industrial and 
agricultural enterprises, and at eliminating shortcomings in the activities of 
institutions of culture and public education, public health and trade, and in 

the accounting, distribution, and repair of housing. 


On the basis of the results of audits of the instances described in many of the 
letters and statements, appropriate steps were taken, including those of an 
organizational nature. Frequently the audits indicate that certain requests 
contained in the statements and complaints can be resolved locally, without the 
interference of the republic-level agencies. 


I would like to comment that many party committees made the correct conclusions 
from the criticiem that was expressed in the report of the Auditing Commission 

at the 14th CPK Congress. For example, at that time the attention of the 

Gur' yevekaya, Dehezkazganskaya, Karagandinskaya, and Turgayskaya Oblast party 
committees was directed at the necessity of improving the organization of personal 
visite by citizens. At the present time one can report that in those party 
oblast committees the state of affairs in this regard has improved. 


It must aleo be stated that during the report period all the party's oblast 
committee conducted plenums to discuss questions involving the further improvement 
of the work with the workers’ statements, and some of those plenums discussed 
these questions twice, by way of monitoring the execution of the previously 
adopted decrees. 


It should be emphasized that the party's Central Committee and its oblast com- 
mittees have increased their demands and their demandingness with regard to 

the organization of the consideration of the citizens’ letters and complaints 

at Soviet, economic, and public organizations. 


The republic's party committees, viewing work with letters as one of the component 
parts of their organizing and political activities, have accumulated in this 
respect a definite amount of experience, and have introduced new forms of carrying 
out that work. In the outlying areas ic has become increasingly widespread to 
hold question and answer meetings, informational meetings, at which the party 

and Soviet workers and the economic managers inform the public about the most 
important events and the problems on which they are working, comment on the mail 
that they have been receiving, and provide explanations. The gingle political 
days that have been introduced currently in many places are being used effective- 
ly. That work has been organized, for example, rather well in Aktyubinskaya, 
Karagandinskaya, Vostochno-lazakhstanskaya, Mangyshlakskaya, and a number of 











other oblasts, The CPK Central Committee approved the initial of the 
Semipalatinskaya Oblast party committee in carrying out “open=letter days." 


At the same time, the work with letters and the organ.eing of visite by the 
citizens still has some shortcomings. Certain local agencies take an inattenr -e, 
superficial attitude toward the public's demands, and they have poorly organ..ed 
systems of monitoring the prompt consideration of the complaints. 


The party agencies are obliged to uee more persistent actions in eliminating 
the shortcominge in the work with letters, complaints, and statements by the 
citizens, It is necessary to establish strict monitoring of their correct and 
prompt consideration, and to act responsively and persistently in eliminating 
the reasons that have evoked the public's well-substantiated claims. 


In intraparty life an important factor is the correct running of the party manage~ 
ment, Most of the party committees and primary organizations conduct this work 

in conformity with the instructions of the CPSU Central Committees. For the 

most part, the party documents ore issued within the established deadlines to 

the comrades who have been accepted as CPSU members and candidate members. 

— the 1976-1980 period, 132,311 candidate's cards and 150,392 party cards 
were issued. 


The questions perteining to the state of accounting of Communists and the safe~ 
keeping of the party documents are regularly discussed «t the bureaus of the 
party's oblast, city, and rayon committees. 


However, there have been many omissions in this work sector also. Certain city and rayon 
committees in Semipalatinskaya, Alma~Atinska a, and other oblasts have been 
responsible for the incorrect formalization of documents. Not all the primary 
party organizations have yet established the proper procedure for registering the 
communists. Individual members and candidate members of the party take a casual 
attitude toward the safekeeping of their documents. It is necessary to intensify 
the educational work with Commnists. 


In a number of places, there are violations of the established procedure for 
registering Communists and for removing them from the register. A technology of 
running the party management has been worked out with the maximum amount of 
clarity. In order to guarant e the corresponding procedure within that 
management, it is necessary to deal constantly with these questions. 


Comrades! Large and critically important tasks confront all the workers of Kazakh- 
etan in the Eleventh Five-Year Plan. There is no doubt that the communists, the 
working class, the kolkhoz peasantry, and the people's intellectuals in the 
republic will do everything to fulfill the majestic goals that will be defined by 
the 26th CPSU Congress and the 15th Congress of the Communist Party of Kazakhstan, 
and will make their worthy contribution to the cause of the building of communism.

The | t delegations are: Alma~Atinekaya, consisting of 256 persone, Keragandin= 
a 26, himkentekays, 121, Vostochnokesakhetanshaya, 110, Rustanayekays, 95, 
Paviodarskays, 92, Semipalatinekaya, 91, and Dehambulekaya, 86 deputics. 


The party organisations elected as delegates to the congress their most worthy 
representatives, That ie graphically attested to by the fact that 1,344 delegates, 
in recognition of their merite toe the country, were a arded orders and medals of 
the Beoviet Union, The delegates include five Heroes of the Soviet Union, 76 
Heroes of Socialiet Labor. Two persone were awarded that high rank twice. Four 
hundred forty-eight del were awarded the Order of Lenin and the Order of 
the October Revolution; 67 are winners of the Lenin and State Prizes of the USSR 
and Kazakh S88. Une hundred thirty-two delegates have other honorary titles. 


Thirty-five deputies to the Supreme Soviet of the USSR were elected ae delegates 
to the congress; 225 deputies to the Supreme Soviet of Kazakh SBR; 828 deputies 
to local Soviets, and 149 participants in the Great Patriotic War. 


The congrese hae — broad representation of workers who are directly employed in 
the sphere of material production. 


Four hundred and one delegates work in industry, construction, transportation, 
and communication, 391 work in agriculture. 


The Credentials Commission deems it necessary to report that 571 workers and 78 
kolkhoe members were elected to the i5th Congress of the Communist Party of 
Kagakhetan, those figures constitute 40 percent of the total number of delegates.

Much was done to develop 
production, to expand the variety, and improve the quality of consumer goods. 

At the same time, as was noted in the report, we still have shortcomings in 
organizing and mass~political work to assure the unconditional fulfillment of the 
state plan by every collective. Poor use is being made of equipment and new 
capacities are being activated slowly. For the new five-year plan, specific steps 
are planned for increasing the volume of industrial production by 20-23 percent. 
There will be an increase by a factor of almost 1.5 in the production of 
articles intended for cultural, everyday, and household use. 


Something that would be a substantial bulwark in carrying out the planned program 














would be the implementation of the recommendations concerning the construction in 
Ural'sk of a flour enterprise with a capacity of 500 tons of flour per shift, 

and the fundamental remodeling of the confectionery factory, Everything depends 
now upon the manner in which these recommendations are perceived at the republic's 
Gosplan. 


Persistently implementing the party's agrarian policy, the Communists and all the 
rural workers in our oblast overfulfilled the assignments of the five-year plan 
for the sale of grain, eggs, and karakul sheepskins to the state. In anticipation 
of the 26th CPSU Congress, the workers in the oblast have been currently waging 

4 persistent struggle for the fulfillment of the plane and socialist pledges. that 
were taken for 1981. As compared with the corresponding period last year, we have 
already turned over to the state an amount of meat that ie considerably more than 
we did last year. The average live weight per head of cattle sold for meat comes 
to 460 kilograms, but on the advanced sovkhozes and kolkhozes that indicator 
exceeded 550-600 kilograms. But the level of development of animal husbandry 
does not yet correspond to the tasks that have been set. The criticiem 

expressed by Comrade D. A. Kunayev and directed at us with regard to these questions 
is justified. We shall take steps to eliminate the shortcomings. During the cur- 
rent year we shall expand our sowing of leguminous crops and shall provide our 
farme with fodder shops. In the current year we plan to increase the areas of 
grain crops to 1,800,000-1,900,000 hectares — 300,000 hectares more than the 
plan. That will help to increase the production not only of grain, but also of 
forage. 


The oblast's grain growers are preparing for the spring. The increase in grain 
production would be helped by the complete transition to the anti-erosion system 
of cultivation. But that transition is being constrained by the lack of anti- 
erosion technology. A critical need has also developed for the construction of 
major irrigated areas, and the creation on their basis of specialized farms for 
the production of fodders on an industrial scale. The construction of the 
Volga-Urals Canal would contribute to the development both of vegetable husbandry 
and of animal husbandry. We hope that USSR Gosplan and USSR Ministry of Land 
Reclamation and Water Management will resolve these questions affirmatively, and 
the construction of the canal will begin during the Eleventh Five-Year Plan. 


There is a deposit of gas on the territory of the obiast. Work is being carried 
out to drill the latest in a series of boreholes. It is necessary to begin the 
test operation of the boreholes and the construction of communication lines. 


It is well known that the rise in the volumes of capital construction depends 
upon the capacity of the production bases, the providing of the projects with 
technical-material resources. In this regard, certain positive results have been 
achieved, but there still are many problems. One of them is the shortage of 
building materials. The availability of raw-material reserves for the production 
of building materials in each of the oblasts in the western region requires the 
creation of interoblast cooperatives on the basis of the formation of a territori- 
al-industrial zone. For example, the Ministry of the Building-Materials Industry 
Kazakh SSR, could resolve the questions of expanding the production of crv shed 
rock in Aktyubinskaya Oblast, the construction of rotating furnaces for the 
production of high-grade lime, and the creation of a gravel and sand quarry, with 
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the construction of a factory for concentration in Ural'akaya Oblast, 


Comrades! The Communists and all the workers in our oblast are firmly resolved 
to mark the firet year of the five-year plan with their shock labor, Thousands of 
advanced workers in production are reporting today concerning the fulfillment of 
the pledges taken in honor of the 26th CPSU Congress and the 15th CPK Congress.

We still hawe capabilities for more productive work in 
agriculture. evriticiom expressed in Comrade D. A. Kunayev's speech with 
regard to the shortcomings in the work of our oblast's party organization ie 
completely justified. We shall apply our maximum efforts toward working with 
greater effectiveness. During the five year of the new five-year plan the 
volume of sale of industrial output will inerease to ⸗ billion rubles. 





in the Eleventh bive-VYear Plan, we shall have to increase the vo'umes of petroleum 
production, chiefly on the deposite on Buzachi Peninsula. However, the level of 
technical supplying of the drilling enterprises inthe ministries of geology and 
the petroleum industry which are opersting on Mangyshiak is retarding the 
fulfillment of that task. 


The industrial base and capacities of the construction organizations engaging in 
the development of the oil fields are weak. We ask Gosplan, Ministry of Geology, 
Ministry of the Petroleum Industry, and Ministry of Construction of Petroleum 
and Gas Industry Enterprises USSR, to consider these questions. 


And there ie wore. in the course of the construction and the pre-activation 
adjustment operations at the plastics plant, « number of design and technological 
features requiring additional work were revealed, but they have not yet been 
eliminated. But, most importantly, the plant hase not been provided with raw 
materials in the stipulated volume. Taking into consideration the tremendous 
importance of that enterprise for the national economy, we assume that Miekhimprom 
and the other competent agencies will have to consider in 4 special comprehensive 
manner the problems involving the plastics plant.

At the same time, in the resolution of certain questions, it will be necessary to 
have the support of the appropriate ministries and departments. The Fosfor 
Production Association hae failed for a prolonged period of time to assure the 
fulfillment of the plan. The chief reason is the low quality of the raw materials. 
Discussions concerning the technology of the thermal processing of phosphorites 
have been under way for 15 years, and still the phosphorus furnaces continue to 
work on crude ore, their capacities are being used incompletely, and during the 
past five-year plan the association undershipped various types of output valued 
at millions of rubles. Another factor that exerts an undesirable effect is the 
lack of the necessary repair base for phosphorus production. The deadlines for 
the construction of 4 special plant have been extended repeatedly. 


These probleme are well known not only to the Soyuefosfor All-Union Association, 
but aleo the USSR Ministry for the Production of Mineral Fertilizers, but they 
have not found any positive solutions. 


The high goale that were achieved during the Tenth Five-Year Plan by the agricul~ 
tural workers are 4 brilliant confirmation of the correctness of the present-day 
agrarian policy of the CPSU, and the measures developed by the party for the further 
development of this vitally important branch. The oblast overfulfilled the five- 
year plane for the procurements of grain, vegetables, potatoes, melon crops,

Jointly 
with the ministry workers, additional steps were carried out to intensify the 

rates of conetruction. The results made themselves known immediately. The plane 
for capital investments and construction=and=inetallation operations in 1979 

were fulfilled by 102 percent; and — greater number of housing projects and 
projects intended for cultural and everyday purposes were activated. There was 

a rise in the level of the trade and everyday services provided to the citizens. 


We aleo view as new concern for the development of the oblast's economy our report 
to the CPSU Central Committee concerning the use of fuel-and-energy resources. 
That helped to carry out 4 more thorough analysis of the reasons for the short- 
comings, to locate additional reserves, and to activate then. 


Evaluating the work of the oblast's party organization from positions of today's 
requirements, in the light of the justified criticiem expressed in the report, 
we see that we etill have serious shortcomings. Despite the overall fulfillment 
of the annual plane, there was a lag behind the control assignments in the five- 
year plan for the increase in the volumes of production and labor productivity. 
Ve failed to achieve rhythmical work at all enterprises. The indicators at the 
tractor plant are low. One of the reasons is the regular disruption of the 
shipments of mogors, tranemissione, and metal by the cooperating enterprises. 
That gives rise to crash-program methods at the end of the planning periods, 
reduces the quality of output, and leads to a high personnel turnover rate. 

But, unfortunately, Mintraktorsel'khommash has failed to react to the criticiem 
or the requests to increase the construction of housing and of projects intended 
for social, cultural, and everyday needs, or to systematize the shipments of 
components, and hase been dragging out the decision of questions pertaining to 
the remodeling of the enterprise. 


The Yermak FPerroalloyse Plant was unable to overcome ite growth difficulties 
because of the regular disruption of the shipments of quartzite and coke. 


Agriculture continues to be a complicated sector in the oblast. 


The oblast party organization has made the necessary conclusions from the critical 
coments made by Comrade L. I. Brezhnev last year at the conference at the CPK 
Central Committee. A series of measures are being carried out currently. One of 
them is the reinforcement of the fodder base. It is necessary to show more concern 
for increasing the productivitity of the Irtysh bottom-land. That land occupies 
more than 370,000 hectares. The farms must be given assistance in the form of 
scientifically substantiated recommendations. The republic's Institute of Meadows 
and Pastures is situated a thousand kilometers away from the agricultural areas, 




















and the episodic tripe that its workers have made to them have been relatively 
ineffective, We consider that it te high time to resolve the question of organie~ 
ing, on the basie of the Paviodar Station for the Protection of Boils Against 
Erosion, a braneh of the All-Union Scientific"Research Institute of Grain Manage~ 
ment, That branch would engage in the working out of recommendations for the fur= 
there improvement of the anti-erosion system on lands with light mechanical compo 
sition and aleo the recommendations for the assimilation of the aolenete (dark 
strongly alkaline soils) areas,

[Text] Comrades! The Tenth Five-Year Plan has entered the heroic chronicle of 
communist construction as a brilliant and meaningful page. Our tremendous labor 
victories and achievements serve as graphic confirmation of the advantages of 
the socialist system. 


The creation and the development of the city of Ekibastuz are inseparably linked 
with the name of Viadimir Il'ich Lenin, who, at the dawn of the Soviet era, 
clearly defined the strategic significance that the unique wealth contained in 
the local coalmines had for the development of the country. 


The past five-year plan marked the beginning of the city's second birth. A 
powerful incentive for that was provided by the decree of the CPSU Central Com- 
mittee and the USSR Council of Ministers that deals with the Ekibastuz fuel-and- 
energy complex, and the decrees of the CPK Central Committee and the republic's 
government on that question. Those documents provided for the creation of a 
connected complex of four powerful GRES's. Their activation will intensify our 
country's energy system by 120 billion kilowatt-hours a years. The complex will 
make it possible annually, as a result of the reduction of shipments, to save 120 
million rubles. The Ekibastuz-Center LEP [electric-power transmission line] 
will have no equal in the entire history of worldwide power engineering.

During a relatively short period of time, combat-capable collectives of construc- 
tion workers were created in the city. Working in those collectives are tens of 
thousands of qualified specialists. Thanks to them, the activation of capacities 
for the production of 20 million tons of coal a year was assured within a short 
period of time. The country's electiic-power stations have been shipped more 
than 270 million tons of cheap fuel. One hundred twenty kilometers of railroad 
tracks were laid; more than 80 kilometers of motor roads were built; and the 
electrification of the Tselinograd-Ekibastuz railroad line was completed. 


Events of tremendous importance for the workers of the fuel-and-energy complex were 
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the activation of two power unite with a total capacity of a million kilowatts 

at GRES=1, which Wave already produced approximately 2.5 billion kilowatt-hours 

of electrical energy. During the daye of this congress's work, the third power 
unit at that station has begun producing current, (Applause.) As a whole, the 
construction workers have used more than 620 million rubles of capital investmente, 
and have executed construction=and=inetallation operations valued at 380 million 
rubles. 


In addition to the construction of industrial projects, housing areas are aleo 
being built. During recent years approximately 40,000 city dwellers have improved 
their housing conditions and a major hospital complex, a cultural center, and a 
trade-and-everyday services center have been activated. 


We people of Ekibastuz are especially inspired by the message by Leonid Il'ich 
Brezhnev concerning the successful completion of the building of the world's 
largest pit, the Bogatyr'. 


Broad growth prospects have been opened up for Ekibastuz during the Eleventh 
Five-Year Plan. They were clearly expressed in the draft of the Basic Trends. 


The planned program is an intensive one, but it is a feasible one also. As a 
whole the construction sites have been provided with personnel, but with the 
expansion of the scope of the operations and with the start-up of the power 
unite, there has been a rapid growth in the city's needs for engineer personnel. 
We must devote more attention to training them locally. It would be desirable 
for the general-technical school of the Paviodar Industrial Institute, with an 
incomplete cycle of instruction, to switch over to the complete cycle and to 
authorize in the city the acceptance of students in the first year at the ineti- 
tute. We have everything that we need for that purpose: the physical plant, 

the necessary material base, and the instructor staff. It has become acutely 
necessary to open an electrical-engineering institute also in Pavlodarskaya 
Oblast. 


Among the urgent tasks are the improvement of the supplying of heat to the 
workers. The autumn-winter periods of 1979-1981 demonstrated the unreliability 
under our climatic conditions of supplying heat to a city with a population of 
more than 80,000 persons from a single source. The republic's Minenergo must 
provide Ekibastuz with a guaranteed source of heat. 


For the successful development of the Ekibastuz fuel-and-energy complex, it is 
necessary to increase the housing fund constantly. Unfortunately, Minenergo has 
also failed to resolve this problem properly. 


And now a few words about another problem -- the motor-road network within the 
complex. In the Eleventh Five-Year Plan, approximately 70 millions will be 
allocated to «©. truct that network; and in the current year, i2 million.

the planned volume of operations, it is necessary to creste a specialized 
road-building trust. 
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We have had 4 lag in the activation of power~engineering capacity and in the 
assimilation of the capacities at opened pits. Relying upon the constant assis~ 
tance provided by the CPK Central Committee and the republic's government, we 
shall eliminate that gap within the very near future.

The OPK Central Committee and the republic's Council of Ministers, showing concern 
for our branch, have repeatedly considered questions linked with the operation 
and development of light industry. Shortcomings were revealed, and steps were 
taken to inerease the production of commodities, to improve their quality, and to 
assure the best use of the production capacities, During the past five years, 
approximately 400 million rubles were invested in light industry, including %% 
million rubles for technical re~equipping, That made it possible during the past 
three years to guarantee an entire increase in production by meane of an increase 
in labor productivity. The achievement of such indicators wae promoted by the 
work to improve the administration of the branch, and by the introduction of the 

— 20 form of organizing and paying labor, which system encompasses approximate= 
ly 22,000 workers, Housing with 4 total area of 416,000 square meters, and chil- 
dren's preschool institutions with accomodations for 7,720 children, have been 
built for the workere in light industry. 


However, not everything has yet been done. The assignments for a number of 
indicators have not been fulfilled. Certain commodities have no demand among 

the public, a8 was stated with complete correctness in the report by Comrade L. 

A. Kunayev. We shall make the necessary conclusions from the criticiem and 

shall work out specific steps to eliminate those shortcomings, to expand the variety, 
and improve the quality of the output. By the end of the Eleventh Five-Year Plan 

we plan to increase the volumes of production by 330 million rubles, basically as 

4 result of the remodeling of the existing enterprises and the construction of 

new ones. 


Today the decree of the CPSU Central Committee concerning the accelerated con- 
struction and remodeling of the enterprises in light industry wae published. 
Jointly with the construction workers, we shall take 411 steps to fulfill that 
decree. 


Taking into consideration the considerable shortage of manpower, we plan to open up 
22 branches in emall cities and settlements throughout the republic. At the same 
time, the acceleration of technical progress in the branch will free 11,000 
workers for other duties. 


We realize what 4 great responsibility has been placed upon us for the fulfillment 
of the assigned tasks, and we shall do everything to aseure that they are 
fulfilled. 


In commenting on the achieved successes, one cannot fail to mention the difficul- 
ties and shortcomings which are preventing us from working with greater ef fective- 
ness. We are especially hampered, for example, by the unevenness in the shipments 
of raw materials, and aleo by the fact that frequently those raw materiale are of 
substandard quality — raw cotton, wool, and leather commodities which we process 
at our factories and plants. The agricultural workers aust taken this into con- 
sideration. 


During recent years the party and government have done 4 lot to raise the national 
standard of living, including the increasing of the wages. The draft of the Basic 
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Trends has provided for the introduction, in certain rayone of Kasakh S5K, 

rayon coefficients to be applied to the wages paid to workers and employees 

for whom they have not been established. For purposes of the quickest reduction of 
the labor turnover rate, we request the USSR Council of Ministers not to postpone 
the consideration of thie question to the end of the five-year plan, but, rather, 
to resolve it in 1961-1982, 


Comrades! Please permit me to assure the CPK Central Committee and the republic's 
goverment that the workers in light industry will apply all their efforte for the 
steady implementation of the decisions of the forthooming 26th CPSU reese and 
the l5th CPK Congress, and will make a worthy contribution to the carrying out 

of the plane for the Eleventh Five-Year Plan. 


I make the recommendation that we ove the draft of the Basic Trends for the 
Eleventh Five-Year Plan. (Applause. 
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
